LONDON—tThe replies of the Balkan states and Turkey to 
the note of the great powers have been received but not pub- 
lished. It is known, however, that the proposals have been prac- 
tically rejected, though in temporizing terms. There remains 
the possibility of terms being arranged so long as actual hos- 
tilities do not occur. 

One great difficulty is the war fever in Turkey. The Porte 
believes it can defeat the Balkan states. Military experts in 
Austria and Germany who have enjoyed the best opportunities 
of judging are practically united in their belief that the Servo- 
Bulgarian attack will be stayed at Adrianople and then rolled 
back. The success met with by three Montenegrin columns, two 
of which have Skutari as their objective, whilst the third has 
invaded Novibazar, amounts to very little. Essad Pasha has 
reinforced Skutari, whilst the principal Turkish works at Vranje 
on the Skutari road remain untaken.

“CHINESE COSTUME, CHANGING 


Discussion of dress 


N VIEW of the changes wrought in 
China by the revolution and the demo- 
cratizing influences that have followed 
the establishment of the republican form 
of government, it is instructive to note 
the discussion which took place in the 
National Council on the subject of Yhe 
national dress, writes a Monitor contribu- 
tor. The Chinese costume, which is so 
picturesque and which helped to lend 
dignity to the appearance of men wear- 
ing queues, is fast disappearing, if it has 
not actually disappeared. Many men re- 
tain part of it because of its comfort and 
coolness, but the costume in its entirety 
seems to be no donger worn. 

In the discussion in the National Coun- 
cil on the subject of a, national costume, 
several members expressed themselves in 
favor of the retention of the long gown 
as against the short riding, jacket, for the 
following reasons: 

(1) The jacket is a Manchu dress. 

(2) Its shape is neither Chinese nor 
foreign and is the langhing stock of for- 
eigners. 

(3) It is usually made of costly fabric, 
which is in the long run a waste to the 
people. 

(4) It is extremely unhygienic. It 
cannot keep’ the body warm in winter 
and gives weight and heat in summer.

“PICKLED crabapple will be appre- 


ciated by those who like sweet, 


spicy food. It calls for a teaspoonful 
each of whole allspice and flake cinna- 
f10n, a teaspoonful of minced green ginger, 
half a teaspoonful of cloves and one 
nutmeg broken up small. 

Put the mixed spices in an earthen 
bowl and pour over them a quart of hot 
vinegar; cover and let it rest three days,

JEWISH COLONIZATION 
IN PALESTINE PRAISED)»

he Times refers, in that paper, to a re- 
view published in the Osmanischer Lioyd 
which describes the results of Jewish 
colonization in Palestine and the princi- 
pal agencies by which it has been ef- 
fected. 

The Jewish colonists and other recent 
Jewish immigrants, it is pointed out, 
now form at least half, of the entire Jew- 
ish population of Palestine, and are rap- 
idly becoming more numerous. The col- 
onjsts are now in possession of 40 vil- 
lages of about 100,000 acres of land, of 
which 75 per cent are under cultivation; 
some 21,000 acres in Judaea, where there 
are 15 colonies; 15,000 acres in Samaria, 
where there are eight colomes; 40,000 
acres in Galilee, where there are 16 colo- 
nies, and 500,000 acres in tHe transjor- 
dan country, where ther: is one colony. 

The .most important of these settle- 
ments which were founded between 1878 
and 1902, are Pethach-Tikweh, Rishon le 
Zion in Judaea, Zikhron-Jacob in Sa- 
maria, and Rosh-Pinah in Galilee. The 


‘generous gifts of Baron Edmund de 
Meher cay do not appear to have re- 


but 
considerable improvement has_ taken 
place since 1899, when the management 
of the settlement was taken over by the 
Jewish Colonists Association of Paris. 
The majority of the colonies are now 
economically independent, 

It appears that the education of the 
Jewish population of Palestine is mainly 
in the hands of the French Alliance Is- 
raelite Universelle, with 15 schools, 70 
teachers and 2200 pupils, and of the Ger- 
man Jewish Hilfsverein of Berlin with 22 
schools, 150 teachers and 3000 pupils. 
It is estimated that the number of Jews 
resident in Palestine is 200,000, although 
this figure is considered by those who 
have carefully studied the subject to be 
on the low side. 


The colonists are mainly engaged in 
agricultural pursuits and the well-kept 
orchards and fields of the Jewish col- 
onists in the plain of Sharon, as well as 
the clean and well-built Jewish quarters, 
are typical of the thrift of the people. 
The result of this colonization is, it is 
pointed out, the general improvement of 


the country.

More remarkable than this are 
eecret political clauses introduced by the 
two powers in question. Two great prov- 
inces of China were marked for dismem- 
berment, and if China struggied, she was 
to be “strangled,” to use Mr. Shuster’s 
phrase, as successfully as Persia, by be- 
ing prevented from borrowing money. In 
the event of her borrowing money, terms 
were to be dictated to her which were 


to prevent her spending the money bor- | 


rowed on her army. In plain English, if 
the money borrowed was spent upon the 
army, 
to march their forces up the hill, might, 
like a certain King of France, have been 
compelled to march them down again.

Ir 1s questioned even in the heart of the 
cereal belt of the United States if the mag- 
nitude of the crops is fully comprehended. 
They are great this year, and, as one repre- 
sentative newspaper, the St. Paul Dispatch, 
puts it, “Nothing but the most judicious 
management and prompt and expert handling 
will prevent a great congestion at terminal 
points and elevators all along the lines of 
northwestern railways.” The crops of the 
Canadian west are also immense, and their movement will put the 
transportation facilities available to a sharper test than that to which 
they were subjected last year. A year ago the railroads of the 
American West were able to offer and extend aid to the prairie 
provinces in the moving and storing of the magnificent wheat yield. 
It is not so certain that they can, if it shall be necessary, do this under 
the circumstances now prevailing. 

There may be no serious car shortage, but there is, manifestly, 
no car surplus. The western railroads are so busy in the handling 
of local and sectional business that they cannot afford to give up 
cars to through freight. They hesitate to do this also, lest the neces- 
sities of the coal traffic east of the Mississippi might tempt the rail- 
roads in that section to hold the cars. If the western cars are allowed 
to come all the way East, it is said, there is a probability that they 
might not get back before next spring. Two things seem to be made 
plain here, namely, that, in the first place, there is a general shortage 
of cars, and in the next place, the system of exchange is not of a 
character to insure the efficient employment of the number of cars 
available. Perhaps there never was a season in which the manage- 
ment of the railroads have had a better opportunity than now to 
exhibit high-class executive ability. 

Such congestion as western Canada had to contend with last 
vear, and such as the United States West may have to contend with 
this year will not be altogether unfruitful. The Canadians have been 
stimulated by experience to renewed efforts in the matter of finding 
outlets for their western crops. Railroad and waterway enterprises, 
designed to shorten the distance between the grain fields and the 
inarkets, are being pressed forward. Waterways that would relieve 
the strain upon the railroads are projected on this side of the line, 
and the time is coming when these will be counted as accomplish- 
ments. The whole question of distribution is being studied in Canada 
and in the United States as neyer before, and out of this study must 
come a degree of popular knowledge of the subject that will express 
itself in a demand for better methods, freer methods, cheaper meth- 
ods, of exchange of commodities between all parts, near and far.

ALTHOUGH it has declined seriously in mag- 
nitude and is still declining, the oyster indus- 
try of the world is one of great magnitude 
today. Ifforts are being made in the United 
States and in many other countries to check 
the decline, and some of these are already 
promising well. Attention has been paid in 
these columns heretofore to the falling off 
in the production of the Chesapeake bay and 
other important fields along the Atlantic 
coast of the United States. Only a few years ago the yield of Amer- 
ican beds was more than sufficient to meet the home demand, even 
at low prices. Then over 2000 barrels of American oysters were 
sold weekly in the London, I.ng., market alone. Not more than 100 
barrels a week are sold there now, and these are mainly select and 
high-priced. 

Strange as it may seem, the loss of trade seen here is not alto- 
gether due to the growing scarcity of American export oysters, but 
to the success that is following the work of ovster conservation in the 
British isles. An official report recently issued gives the production 
of oysters in England and Wales last year at 26,356,115 bivalves. 
This statement, however, is immediately disputed by a private author- 
ity which says that the number taken from the Whitstable beds alone 
exceeds 40,000,000. To this assertion a tabulated statement is added 
which says that 65,000,000 oysters were taken last year from the 
coasts of Kent and Essex, 50,000,000 from other parts of Bngland 
and Wales, and 3,000,000 from Scotland, making a total of 118.- 
000,000. But the annual yield of twenty years ago was about 160,- 
000,000. 

The British authorities, alarmed by the outlook a few vears ago,

‘took the whole matter of oyster production and conservation in hand. 


with the result that the British oyster is better now than ever before. 
while the supply is steadily increasing. One very noticeable effect of 
the stringent measures taken to insure the purity of the shellfish is 
the increasing home consumption. England is now supplying many 
parts of the continent with select oysters. 

Recent agitation of the question of oyster-bed protection has 
aroused American shellfish interests also to a higher sense of their 
duty toward the consuming public. At present a joint commission 
of the states of Maryland and Virginia is investigating the condition 
of the Potomac river and the bays of the oyster district alleged to 
have become polluted. The government has passed unfavorably upon 
the oysteroutput of part of this section. No conditions that are not 
subject to change for the better and preventable in the future have 
been pointed out. What has been done in Great Britain can undoubt- 
edly be done in the United States, and it is decidedly in the interest 
of those engaged in the oyster industry to see that it is done. Pro- 
tection of the oyster carries with it necessarily protection of the 
oyster eater. If there is proper regard for conservation and public 
welfare, there will be ample reward for the oyster farmer, whether 
individual or corporation. 
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CONGRESSMAN GARDNER of Massachusetts is 
to be credited with insight and courage in 
venturing to make restricted immigration 
and the education and training of citizens 
matters that he is willing to discuss before his 
constituents. A process of intimidation by 
Organizations of foreign-born residents of 
the country has made a large proportion of 
American public men of this generation 
afraid to propose that anything needs to be 
done or can be done in the way of stricter standards of selection of 
settlers and more rigid tests of their fitness for naturalization. If 
Mr. Gardner really intends to raise the broad issue on which he has 
begun to talk he must be prepared to deal with all its phases, not 
omitting the responsibility of American promoters of emigration of 
a low type of laborers. The present disturbing elements in New 
England's textile centers were induced to travel thither and respon- 
sibility for their presence cannot be evaded now by the interests that 
fostered the exodus from lands in southern Europe and western Asia. 

No phase of national life today is more promising for the future 
than realization by a minority, if not a majority of citizens, that the 
process of assimilation of European and Asiatic immigrants with 
present agencies of American education and training has broken 
down. :

Many 
tain part of it because of its comfort and 
coolness. but the costume in its entirety 
seems to be no donger worn. 

In the discussion in the National Coun- 
cil on the subject of a national costume, 
several members expressed themselves in 
favor of the retention of the long gown 
as against the short riding jacket, for the 
following reasons: 

(1) The jacket is a Manchu dress. 

(2) Its shape is neither Chinese nor 
foreign and is the laughing stock of for- 
eigners. 

(3) It is usually made of costly fabric, 
which is in the long run a waste to the 
people. a 

(4) It is tremely unhygienic. It 
cannot keep fhe body warm\in winter 
and gives weight and heat in summer.

70 
teachers and 2200 pupils, and of the Ger- 
man Jewish Hilfsverein of Berlin with 22 
schools, 150 teachers and 3000 pupils. 
lt is estimated that the number of Jews 
resident in Palestine is 200,000, although 
this figure is considered by those who 
hfve carefully studied the subject to be 
on the low side. 

The colonists are mainly engaged in 
agricultural pursuits and the well-kept 
orchards and fields of the Jewish col- 
onists in the plain of Sharon, as well as 
the clean and well-built Jewish quarters, 
are typical of the thrift of the people. 
The result of this colonization is, it is 
pointed out, the general improvement of

The Democratic committee got its fig- 
ures by sending an agent to London to 
buy American-made goods. This agent 
has sent to the committee the prices in 
the British metropolis on a given day, 
Sept. 26, of beef, fowl, bacon, ham, lamb, 
mutton, veal, butter and sugar.

try of the world is one of great magnitude 
Production | today. I:fforts are being made in the United 
States and in many other countries to check 
and the decline, and some of these are already 
pronusing well. Attention has been paid in 
these columns heretofore to the falling off 
in the production of the Chesapeake bay and 
other important fields along the Atlantic 
coast of the United States. Only a few vears ago the yield of Amer- 
ican beds was more than suffhcient to meet the home demand, even 
at low prices. Then over 2000 barrels of American oysters were 
sold weekly in the London, Eng., market alone. Not more than 100 
barrels a week are sold there now, and these are mainly select and 
high-priced. 

Strange as it may seem, the loss of trade seen here is not alto- 
gether due to the growing scarcity of American export oysters, but 
to the success that is following the work of oyster conservation in the 
British isles. An official report recently issued gives the production 
of oysters in England and Wales last year at 26,556,115 bivalves. 
This statement, however, is immediately disputed by a private author- 
itv which says that the number taken from the Whitstable beds alone 
exceeds 40,000,000.

while the supply is steadily increasing. One very noticeable effect of 
the stringent measures taken t6 insure the purity of the shellfish is 
the increasing home consumption. [England is now supplying many 
parts of the continent with select oysters. 

Recent agitation of the question of oyster-bed protection has 
aroused American shellfish interests also to a higher sense of their 
dutv toward the consuming public. At present a joint commission 
of the states of Maryland and Virginia is investigating the condition 
of the Potomac river and the bays of the oyster district alleged to 
have become polluted. The government has passed unfavorably upon 
the oyster output of part of this section. No conditions that are not 
subject to change for the better and preventable in the future have 
been pointed out. What has been done in Great Britain can undoubt- 
edly be done in the United States, and it is decidedly in the interest 
of those engaged in the oyster industry to see that it is done. Pro- 
tection of the oyster carries with it necessarily protection of the 
oyster eater. If there is proper regard for conservation and public 
welfare, there will be ample reward for the oyster farmer, whether

When it is understood, as it will be, 
that it has seemed to fail only where it has
